There were 
shouts of “Sleg Heil" from men protesting the cabi¬ 
net's decision to use the B.C. Mediation Act to end 
the strike-lockout in the construction industry.

Whale\er the opinion of the unions, or any-'* 
body else, as to the necessity for a measure like the 
Mediation Act, or of the commission's ability to 
maintain impartiality, the law evolved through 
normal parliamentary processes. 

It was placed on the statute books so that a 
government would have the power to insist on set¬ 
tlement by a mediation commission of any labor- 
management dispute which created a stoppage of 
work detrimental to the public Interest.

ing half a million dollars' worth of contracts and 
the earnings of th ousa nds of mrtt, the g over nm en t 
sees this involvement of the public interest. 

Labor leaders have vowed they will not accept 
any back-to-work order, which is part of the pix)ce- 
dure under the act. They have used strong and 
defiant language, and the inflammatory results 
were seen at New Westminster. Jeers and insults 
are one thing. But when placards are used in at¬ 
tempts to beat ministers of the Crown over the 
head, as the CBC cameras clearly disclosed, then 
the protesters have overstepped the line of accept¬ 
able behavior. And they do their cause no good. 

The public, whether it likes the Mediation Act 
or not, whether It likes Mr. Bennett’s administra¬ 
tion or not, must support fhe law — and tl»e au¬ 
thority wltlch represents the law. And so should 
responsible unions. 

Otherwise this country, or any countr>', will 
see the right of protest degenerate into dlsolKsli- 
ehce and defiance of the democratic system tradr 
unions have helped to create and defend at such 
cost. The next step Is anarchy. And after that the 
dictatorship all lovers of freedom fear. 

Restraint and caution at this point are much 
to be preferred to militancy and confrontation so 
eagerly sought by a minority. 


Is Anyone Listening? 


V^ARNING SOUNDS on the dangei's of noise 
^ are growing louder. The World Health Or¬ 
ganization has told the so-called world conference 
on the human environment (some major industri¬ 
alized nations are not taking part) that noise is 
rapidly driving mankind “up the wall.” 

It Is to be hoped that the conference is listen¬ 
ing — that Its hearing powers are not too impaired 
already to take in what the WHO is saying: that 
noise is "the curse of modem times and a major en¬ 
vironmental problem" although It Is the easiest 
form of pollution to control. 

It could be drowned out, though. There Is a lot 
of political blasting going on at the Stockholm 
meeting. The latest clanger was dropped by China 
over the drafting of a "declaration” on the human 
environment for consideration by the participating 
nations. The Chinese were not Involved In the writ¬ 
ing of the document and have demanded that It be 
re-examined by all 113 countries represented. If 
they have something to add, they have not given 
an Inkling of what It might be. The feeling is the 
Chinese move is obstructionist and nothing more. 

Such action could push Into the background 
reports like that of the UN’s health agency which 
says of noise that “It has now become urgent to set 
permissible limits” on the assault to which ears 
should be subjected. Measurement of noise is made 
In decibels, 140 of which produce Insanity. A space 


rocket launch roars to 170 of them and a fire en¬ 
gine siren to 150. Air hammers are 120 decibels 
toud which is the point where noise produces pain. 

But the decibels don’t have to build up to 
these extremes to damage hearing. A recent suivey 
in Sweden showed that nearly '20 per cent of teen¬ 
agers from every-day walks of life who were exam¬ 
ine in t'onnectlon with applications for employ¬ 
ment had hearing problems caused by noise. One in 
every three cases of neurosis and one In every five 
headaches also are attributed to noise. \ 

It doesn’t have to be loud, either, bow fre- 
qency sounds, those that are inaudible or just loud 
enough to be heard, are on the blame-list too for 
Impaired hearing. 

An article published earlier this year in the 
New Scientist in Britain, which emanated from the 
Audiology Group Department of EUectrical Elngi- 
neering at Salford University, states: “... much 
more sinister (than high level sounds) are the un¬ 
noticed effects of hifrasound at lower levels: In an 
ordinary car travelling at speed the Infrasound 
noise is more than enough to mimic the effect of 
drunkenness in the driver.” 

Infrasound, It seems, can induce a sense of 
euphoria, and the article concludes that It could 
well be the real reason for many otherwise unex¬ 
plained highway accidents. But that is another sub¬ 
ject in crying need of attention. ,

Million Chickens Doomed 


OTTAWA (CP) — Agricul- 
tui'e Minister H. A. Olson an¬ 
nounced TTiursday a program 
to cut a million chickens from 
Canadian flocks In an effort to 
reduce egg surpluses. 

Although the exfiected surge 
In the market supply of chick¬ 
ens should push down prices 
and the reduction in egg sup¬ 
plies should ultimately raise 
tlie retail cost of eggs, Olaon 
argued that there would be no 
significant im{>act on the gro¬ 
cery sbo|q>er. 

The (irogram could cost s 
maximum of $2.2S-mlltion and 
la.st u[> to eight weeks, effec¬ 
tive from last Monday. Kgg 
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producers will receiN-e vary¬ 
ing amounts of extra money 
for all the chickens they sell 
during the program. 

If the extra one million 
chickens are sold in six 
weeks, farmers would get 
about 90 cents a bird extra. If 
it takes the full eight weeks, 
they would get 75 cents extra. 
But If, for examide, only 
500.000 extra chickens wei-e 
sold in the eight weeks, the 
sulMtidy would i>e abcMit 45 
cents a bird. 

Normally. alxiut 250.000 
chickens are marketed In a 
week. 

Dexpite the expected glut of 
chickens on the market dur¬ 
ing the next eight weeks Ire- 
cause of the s|>ecial suiMidy 
program, Olson said prices to 
con.sunicni probably would 
not go down since most of tlie 
birds would be old ones soUl 
for pn>cesse<l chicken finxl 
like {Mit pies. 

Ol.son conceded that the 
price of eggs to consumers 
will rise, but said tha increase 
would be minimal. 

He argued that tliere will be 
an Indirect saving to tax-pay¬ 
ing consumers. Iiecause the 
government's bill for subsidiz¬ 
ing egg production will he re¬ 
duced. 

■ However, there was no 
mention that taxes wixild Ire 
retiuced eg a result of lower 
egg subsidies. In any case, 


the government’s hill will in¬ 
crease by up to $2.25 million 
for the chicken-sulTsidy pro¬ 
gram. 

AnniHincement of the pro¬ 
gram follows agreement by 
the provinces and egg produc¬ 
ers to a natk)nally-co-ordinat- 
e<l marketing plan for eggs. 

A national yearly pnxiuc- 
tkm quota of 475 million dozen 
eggs has been agreed on. with 
the quotas divkted among the 
provinces and producers in 
the pnwmces. 

Under tlie pnigram. prnv- 
Inres have agreeii to produce 
a share of the 475 million 
dozen eggs based on their |>ro- 
vincial (iroduction between 
19»;7 and 1971.

To my mind, the three nmat common 
miatakea we make In the management 
of our Uwna are theae: 

We water too often and mA deefdy 
emHigh. We mow too closely. We don’t 
ntow often enough. 

1>> take the watering first, in an 
averi^ suburban neighborhood It it a 
oomrhon thing, on a warm summer eve* 
ning. to see folke out watering the lawn 
by hand. IVds is soul-eoothtng oooopa- 
tlOT after a gruelling day at the office 
— acting the ministering angel to your 
grass *- and its freshened appearance 
it highly satisfying to the ego. 

I doubt if It does very much good, 
though, end such au{ierftcial watering 
may actually do consUlerable harm to 
the grass. 

Hand-watering ts no good for lawns. 
Nobody has the [Mtientce to stand still 
long enough to really saturate the soil. 
A sprinkler of some kind is a must, and 
It should remain In the one posltkm 
until the s<d] is nvuetened to a de(»tb 
at least six Inches. You’d lie suriirised 
fuHv much water ami time that 
Ukes. 


Shallow, fre()uent waterings encour¬ 
age roots to form in the upper layers of 
■oil rather than foraging away down 
deep, and the first time these dally 
driblets are not forthcoming, theee shal¬ 


low roots dry up and wither. &) wwler 
deeply, and test the soil with a prol)e or 
a knife before you get out tiie hose 
again, thereby training your grass to 
Iklunge dee|>ly fur nsasturc. 

Regarding close mowing, plants 
breathe thruugli their leaf jiores; moi-e- 
dvdr, the leaves are fixHl factories in 
which BiiniiJe chemical salts an* con- 
verie<i to cimLplex plant nutrients. If 
you nnw your lawn cloaely, you are 
removing t<M) much of this hard-working 
foliage Die respiratort apd digestive 
systems of the grass plantr’^and you 
tax the rcsouri-es of Uie motion make 
g(K)d this loss of precious leaf aurlare. 

In addition, close mowing will scalp 
bare any little iMjmps or rises in the 
lawn, admitting moss and creating seed 
l)eds for weeds and weeil grasses. 

Set your mower to out higli — never 
'’^ower than IH inches and 3 inches Is 
better so you just snip the tips off 
y«Hjr grass when you mow. The surface 
may l(M>k a hit shaggy !«» an eye accus¬ 
tomed to a cl<ise-mown lawn, but you'll 
have a tiiicker stand which can resist 
moss and weed invasion, and you'll I'e- 
tain enough leaf surface for ytHir grass 
plants to breathe and feed their roots. 
Moreover, the longer grass provides a 
bit of shade for the delicate lower stems 
of the grass plants, and the roots don't 
dry out so quickly. 


The first time I suggested mowing 
the lawn twice a week instead of the 
usual weekend chore, I was deluged 
with indignant letters fnim irate males. 
In fact, one man (old use he was or¬ 
ganizing a Husband's Antl-Oieanut Pro- 
lective_ AsMHiajion to combat lucih rt 
diciiiuus make-work propaganda! 


Yet tipping the grnas twioe a week 
with the mower set high isn't nearly as 
much wtirk a| it sounds, and It thickens 
(he sward into a lush, even stand in 
which the finer gra-sses predominate 
and the coarse meadow grasses are dis- 
ciHiraged. 

U'lth twic(*-a-week mowing, ttM>, 
tlwre Is no raking.and raking Is a far 
more tedious chore than iHJihing a 
nwwer. With only three days' growth on 
the grass, the clippings are fine and 
sIvM't and may )>e left on the lawn 
witiKJUt any danger of smothering the 
rtMiis. That intunaling glass calclier 
isn't nec'essHi^, and tlic fine mowings 
will help insuiate the grass rtMjta 
against summer heal. 

• Your composi heap may g<» hungry, 
hut this treatment will give you a lawn 
that resbtts weeds, ntoss and invader 
grasses; one that remains green 
through hot, dry si>ells, and on# which 
becomes soft and springy underfoot.
